The JA d is­ 
trict to the west of us, which in­ 
cludes Sweetwater, C olorado City 
and Snyder, is an ll-team district 
and plays IO conference games. 
When you start drawing a circle 
around Hamlin you have 
to go a 
long way ju s t to find teams to play, 
much less strong ones. 
I Her th*♦ years we have opened 
with Rotan and thm have had some 
real fine ball (dubs and usually of­ 
fer strong competition. 
I he past 
year or two they have been down 
but it is doubtful ii \ *u could drop 
them and come up with a better 
choice over the long run. 
Clyde' is a JA club and should 
have a better program than they 
have 
shown 
the 
past 
couple 
of years, but again it is hard to 
know two or three years in ad­ 
vance. 
The first vear that we played 
Nolan in Fort Worth Coach Young­ 
blood mailed out 300 
postcards 
seeking a game on that clat* and 
failed to get an answer to ans of 
the rn. 
One small advantage of a game 
like th*' one here Saturday night is 
that a lot of the* younger boys got 
to play and you never know but 
what later in the season you are 
going to need them because of in­ 
juries.

DETENTE IS WISHFUL THINKING 


The leaders and the people of this 
nation and of the entire free world want 
peace. But when we speak of peace we 
mean peace with honor and dignity 
By 
peace we mean a lack of hovtility and a 
condition in which each nation respects 
and honors the rights of fellow nations. 
But 
“peace” 
means 
something 
else to 
communism. 
In spite of the many times our lead­ 
ers have received diplomatic setbacks! ami 
propaganda Insults at the hands of the 
Reds, efforts are still tieing made to reach 
an accommodation with the communists. 
This is true in spite of the renewed 
communist 
harassm ent 
of 
Berlin, 
the 
Red-inspired and supported unrest in tho 
Middle East, the known communist atroc­ 
ities in Africa and elsewhere, n it to men­ 
tion the Viet Nam War, in which more 
than 25.000 young Americans have I st 
their lives. 
The desire to end strife and blood­ 
shed is so great In the hea rts and minds 
of our leaders that they tend to overlook 
facts and to be optimistic when there Is 
no real cause for belief that peace might 
be at hand. 
They say. "If only a series of agree­ 
ments could be reached to case world 
tensions, the longing for peace might be 
satisfied.” 
Then, they point out, the nations of 
the free world could turn their attention 
to solving their many pressing domestic 
problems. 
Grasping at any straws in the inter­ 
national and political wind, our leaders 
hear Moscow claim a desire for peace and 
coexistence. Based upon American defin­ 
itions. it sounds good This could lie an 
extrem ely grave error, for the commun­ 
ists do not mean the same thing when 
they speak of peace that we do. We must 
judge such statem ents in the light of past 
communist behavior and definitions the 
Reds use for some of our very common 
English words. 
W hat do the Reds mean by ‘'accom­ 
modation” and "agreem ent”? Do the Reds 
make agreem ents in the interest of peace 
.and order in the world or in the interest 
of furthering communist a im s? W hat Is 
their past record with regard to treaties 
and agreem ents? 
"Promises are like pie crusts, made 
to be broken " said Nikolai Lenin, the 
father of Russian communism. 
D ictator Joseph Stalin frankly said of 
diplomacy: "Good words are a mask for 
the concealment of bad deeds. 
Sincere 
diplomacy Is no mort' possible than dry 
w ater or iron wood.” 
Of course, there are those who claim 
that communism has completely changed 
since the day of I^nin and Stalin. They 
say the Reds, faced with the realities of 
nuclear development, are ready to make 
sincere agreements. 
But mark this down. even today the 
communist loaders still think of agree­ 
ments with the West 
sometimes termed 
peaceful coexistence — in term s of how 
they will further communist aims and ob­ 
jectives. 
To 
understand 
their 
attitude, 
we 
need to realize that the communist defin­ 
ition of peace is that time when there is 
no opposition to communism — in other 
words, when communism has achieved its 
objective of dominating the entire world. 
Peaceful 
coexistence, 
then, 
would 
mean surrender by the West to the on­ 
rushing hordes of communism so that there 
would tic no opposition facing the com­ 
munists. 


Only a few y ears 
ago 
a 
Russian 
theorist stated the Reds' 
definition of 
peace 
achieved 
through 
accommodation, 
agreement, and coexistence, as providing 
"a more favorable breeding ground for 
the growth and solidarity of revolution­ 
ary forces, and for the development of 
their expression ' 
This is but another way of saying 
that when it seems more advantageous to 
the communists to talk in peaceful terms, 
therr will be what is called a detente with 
the West; but when the time co m es that 
the Kremlin leaders believe saber rattling 
and a tough stance will be more advanta­ 
geous to them, that is what they plan to 
do. 
Having only a m aterialistic view, and 
no Christian code of morals to guide their 
liehavior, 
Russian 
promises and 
agree­ 
ments are binding only so long as they 
are considered advantageous. 
W hat does the record show? 
A committee from the American Bar 
Association some years ago reported that 
in 25 years there had been 3.400 meetings 
with the communists out of which had 
come 52 major agreem ents — and th at 
the Soviet Union up to that time had 
broken 50 of them 
W hat a sad record upon which to 
hope to build peace or stability of future 
agreements! 
The world is witnessing once more 
the full play of communist double-talk as 
an effort is made to bring to an end the 
w ar in Viet Nam The Reds say, in effect: 
"W hat we have is ours, what you have is 
negotiable " 
It is the same story of the endless 
effort 
to impose the communist will on 
all free people everywhere, by any means, 
whether in our opinion it Is fair, upright. 
or moral. This relentless and never end­ 
ing effort has paid off handsomely for 
the communists in the y ea rs since World 
W ar II And it will continue to play them 
as long as noncommunist nations, includ­ 
ing the United States, refuse to accept 
the communist threat for the very ser­ 
ious danger that it is. It will continue to 
pay the Reds as long as they can bluff 
their way to appeasement 
and 
obtain 
concessions without military action. 
There should be no mistaking the 
communist plans and intention* We have 
teen warned time and again Yet so great 
is our desire for peace that we are almost 
willing to sell out our principles in the 
hope the Reds will accept our version of 
peaceful coexistence 
No hope could be more futile 
To 
m aintain this hope is to close one’s eyes 
to reality It is not for peaceful purposes 
that the Reds send their agents with each 
cultural group visiting the United States. 
It is not for peaceful purposes that they 
seek to undermine the internal tranquillity 
of our nation and help 
foment 
racial 
and student riots. 
It is not for peaceful purposes that 
they continue to send military aid and 
arm s to N orth Viet Nam. 
It is not for peaceful purposes that 
guerrilla w arfare is fomented in Latin 
America. 
It is not for peaceful purposes th at 
the Soviet Union keeps on expanding its 
m ilitary machine. 
The only influence recognized by the 
communists is superior force in the hands 
of an adversary. To m aintain superior 
force for defense is our only hope.

Hamlin people have at last be­ 
come awake to their duty. They

600 members had enrolled and paid 
up.

Hamlin will have a Chapter and the

quickest time on record. 
It will do no good for anyone to 
get in too big a rush while going 
down Central Avenue. Wednesday, 
two drummers got in a big hurry 
and about eleven o’clock pulled out 
for 
Sweetwater 
"in High." They 
astonished 
the 
natives down the 
street, killed a dog at First Nation­ 
al Bank, barely missed a little girl. 
This was too strong. City’ Mar­ 
shal Owen and Deputy Sheriff Tom­ 
linson 
boarded 
a 
Ford and that 
meant the jig was up for the speed­ 
ers. They were soon overtaken, 
relieved of $12. 70. That’s the way 
to do it. Who’s next? 
The Senate of Texas, sitting as 
a high court of impeachment Sat­ 
urday afternoon sustained IO of the 
21 articles of impeachment against 
Gov. Jas. E. Ferguson. Eleven of 
the 
charges 
were not sustained 
through failure of the roll calls to 
disclose two-thirds of the senators 
voting to sustain. 
The 
heaviest 
vote to sustain 
was 27 to 4 on three charges, these 
being articles one, ll and 12, re ­ 
ferring respectively to the payment 
of a note for $5, 600 out of the Can­ 
yon City normal building fund to the 
loan of $156, 500 in currency to the _ 
governor from undisclosed persons 
and his failure to account for the 
same, and to the paymentof $3,000 
belonging to the adjutant general’s 
department 
to 
construction of 
buildings for the Canyon City nor­ 
mal school. 
The heaviest vote in the gover­ 
nors favor was article 21, which 
referred to the action of the gover­ 
nor in regard to the office of com­ 
missioner of labor held by C. W. 
Woodman, whose appointment was 
not confirmed by the senate. On 
this article the vote was 2 ayes and 
27 noes on the question, shall the 
article be sustained. 
Tuesday 
one of those forlorn 
sad, 
white 
top wagons passed 
through our city and this inscription 
was plainly written on the wagon 
bed: 
In God we trusted, 
In Coke we busted, 
We’r on our way to 
Wilbarger. 
These scenes are enough to make 
any

heart with a speck of 
sympathy feel sad. Many hundreds 
of people have been to hunt sections 
where nature has been more kind.
